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MAGICAL ELONGATED GOINS by William Kuethe TEC #538 

Glen Bumie, Md. 

I have often wondered why magicians don’t use elongated pennies 
in their advertising. It would seem a very logical idea for a ma¬ 
gician to "stretch" a penny before your eyes and then leave it with 
you with his advertising message on it. As far as I know, no magi¬ 
cian has ever advertised in this manner. 

I edit a magazine for Magic Collectors and for the past four 
years, I’ve sent out elongated pennies as supplements to that maga¬ 
zine. By doing this, I’ve only been able to create unusual supple¬ 
ments for the Cauldron, I’ve also issued what I think are "Hie first 
elongated coins with a magical motif, and added quite a number of 
coins to my collection of magician's tokens and medals. 

Listed below are descriptions of the elongated coins I have 
issued, as well as a table that gives the quantities of each issue. 
If anyone else knows of elongated coins dealing with magic, I'd ap¬ 
preciate very much hearing about them. 

#1; THE MAGIC CAULDRON ELONGATED COINS . Manufacturer: Robert W. 
Luchtman - Steamboat, Nevada. Issued: March 1973. Designer: Robert 
W. Luchtman. 

Standard Obverse: Consists of a robed Merlin-like conjurer 
raising his right hand in a magical pass over a smoking magic caul¬ 
dron. A mysterious looking tree lurks in the background. This is 
all encased in a circle. Above the detailed figure are the words 
"The Magic Cauldron". Below the figure is a small "L" standing for 
the manufacturer's last name. Also below the figure is the name 
"Bill Kuethe" and to each side of the name "Bill" is the -X- pattern. 
Along the edge is a double wavy line circle.

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NEW PLASTIC 2x2" HOLDERS by Sally Kirka TEC #16 

Manchester, Conn. 

Have you seen the new plastic holders that are 
out now, for the elongated coins? I received a bro¬ 
chure from one of the TEC members about these holders. 
As I read all about these plastic 2x2" holders I be¬ 
came more interested in them and I wanted to see a 
sample of one to see how they would work and also 
just what they looked like. So I sent away to the 
company for more information and a sample, 
days I received what I asked for and also a nice 
elongated coin in the 2x2" holder. First thing I did was to flat- 
en out the elongated coin. This would look and lay better in the 
2x2" holder. Then I took the holder apart and sort of studied it. 
I tried different elongated coins in the holders, as the center of 
the holder which has a foam insert is just a little smaller than 
two inches. Anyhow the pennies, dimes and some nickels and quarters 
fit in pretty good. It also depends on how long each elongated 
coin was rolled to fit just right. Remember some elongated coins 
can be rolled longer. 

How if you're going to exhibit your elongated coins, you could 
really make a nice exhibit using these holders. The center part 
can be removed and most of the larger coins would fit in. I'd use 

the insert with the coin as it looks better that way. As I flatten 

my elongated coins out I lay the coin on top of the foam insert. By 

laying the penny on top of the foam with the center out you could 

still see the reverse side of the elongated penny. Now if I was 
exhibiting my elongated coins, such as nickels, I would leave the 
center in, or out and lay the elongated nickel on top. I prefer 
the white inserts as I find the coins show up better on a white 
backgroud. Also white looks good with copper, silver etc. You have 
to remember those white inserts show up on the colored background 
you have in your showcase. 

I use a red velvet cloth on the board in the canter of my show 
case. So the white inserts in the 2x2" plastic holders stand out 
on any dark colored background. You can use dark brown, blue, green 
or black, or what ever color you wish and the holders with the 
white inserts will stand out. This makes your exhibit appealing to 
others looking at the exhibit. They did have blue inserts, but I 
liked the white better. 

Last year I saw an outstanding exhibit of elongated coins. Had 
this person used the white inserts and these plastic holders, this 
exhibit would have won very easily. As it was this person had a dark 
color, either black or navy blue background. Then the copper pen¬ 
nies were laid on top of the cloth. Anyhow the elongated coins 
got lost in this exhibit. As I watched the people walk by without 
looking at this outstanding exhibit of elongated coins, I asked one 
person how they liked the elongated coins? Their answer was, "Oh is 
that what they were". Had this member used any 2x2" holders, wow, 
would his exhibit had stood out. 

So if anyone is interested in these holders, why not buy a few. 
Buy one box of 20 holders for $4.50 postpaid. Study them, make up 
an exhibit and I bet You'll like them. No, I have no part in this 
company, only I like what I saw and would like to pass this on to 
the TEC members. Its something new and just recently out and its a 
great help to us elongated collectors. Try a box of 20 and you may 
just like it. 

Also if you have an elongated coin you carry around like I do, 
this is a good holder to hold the coin. As a matter of fact I put 
two coins in on both sides of the inserts. (cont. on p a ge 23)

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SHARE YOUR HOBBY by Betty Case Stevens TEC #272 

San Mateo, Calif. 

Did you know there exists a huge segment of the population of 
your town who have never heard of an elongated coin? We who belong 
to Coin Clubs, attend conventions and exhibit our collections tend 
to forget this fact. During the past year, almost by accident, I 
discovered that my local branch library would be delighted to show 
my exhibit of medals and memorabilia of the 1876 Centennial Expo¬ 
sition in Philadelphia. I spent a lot of time at the library, am 
there at least once a week and happened to see a lovely collection 
of first edition books relating to the events leading up to and in¬ 
cluding the American Revelution. There were works of Thomas Paine, 
Benjamin Franklin and others important to attaining our indepen¬ 
dence. It occurred to me that perhaps other people might like to 
see my 1876 material which tied in so well with our Bicentennial 
observance. When I mentioned it to the librarian she was most en¬ 
thused and they liked the exhibit so much it was kept on display 
for three months. 

When I removed it I casually asked if they would like some¬ 
thing unusual to show at Christmas, and they would] So it was that 
I set up an exhibit in a large upright glass case, with several 
shelves, containing Christmas cards enclosing medals, elongateds 
and coins, two of the lovely silver tree ornaments and an ingot 
from the Franklin Mint. I also included a selection of colorful 
wooden Christmas Greetings and several pin-back buttons. The great¬ 
est furor among the library personnel was caused by the elongated 
coin greetings. I showed several of the artistic ones done by Lloyd 
and Alberta Wagaman and they were so amazed that anyone.could de¬ 
sign, engrave and roll a coin to create such beauty - then to mount 
it on a card with a matching design! Great interest was shown also 
in the Dottie Dow P.N.Covers which had elongated coins repeating 
the design of the Christmas stamp on the envelope. Such delighted 
"Ohs" and "Ahs", it was most gratifying. Along with their enjoy¬ 
ment of seeing this unusal collection, it was nice to hear their 
flattering comments about how well it was displayed. 

It is fun to show an exhibit to a public which does not demand 
so much information on sizes, metallic content, etc. Sometimes I 
feel that in order to garner needed points to win with an exhibit 
at a coin show, we are forced to add a lot of monotonous informa¬ 
tion (which is really boring to the general public) and in doing so 
we probably eliminate some interesting amusing facts about the sub¬ 
ject for lack of space. So much technical info is not needed for 
this type of display, just make it colorful and give them the basic 
facts written so as to be easily read, after all, many viewers will 
be children. 

Why not ask about showing some of your favorite collections in 
your local library. They can undoubtably supply a locked case for 
you as mine did for me. There was no problem about security and I 
did not identify myself in any way. You’ll enjoy the pleasure that 
others will receive from seeing your treasures.

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TO OUR COLLECTOR FRIENDS by Don Adams TEC #518 

Chauvin, La. 

Many collectors of elongated coins have written and asked us 
how we produce our elongated coins. So I thought you would like 
know what process we use. So I’m giving you an idea of our pro¬ 
cedure. 

STEP #1: First we count out 70 coins and place them in a bowl. 

Next we add one cup of Tam-x cleaner which is available 
at all drug stores. Let the coins soak in the Tarn-x for 
three minutes. Make sure each coin has come in contact 
with the Tam-x. This removes all grease and grime off 
the surface of the coins. Then drain out the Tam-x and 
rinse the coins with cold running water. After rinsing, 
leave enough water in the bowl to cover the coins. 

STEP #2: Take each coin from the bowl and towel dry one at a time. 

While drying each coin it helps to rub on the reverse 
side of the coin for this is the side your artwork will 
appear. As you dry each coin, each coin is then placed 
on a baking plate. 

STEP #3: After all the coins are dried and placed on the baking 

plate, make sure all coins are Lincoln head side up on 
the plate. You then coat the coins with whatever coating 
material you think is best. I use a coating material I 
have purchased from Bob Luchtman. 

STEP #4: After each coin is coated. I then insert the baking plate 

with the coins into a preheated oven for two minutes. The 
best temperature to preheat your oven to is 375 degrees. 
STEP #5: After the coins have cooled off for 5 minutes, they are 

ready to be turned over and rolled. Each coin is exam¬ 
ined as they come off the rolling machine. If a coin has 
a spot then we reject the coin. Only the ones we would 
like to have in our collection for ourselves do we keep. 
STEP #6: After all coins have been rolled, we then spray a coat of 

Goricone 1700 Clear Metal Spray which we purchase from 
Brookstone Company, 123 Vose Frara Road, Peterborough, New 
Hampshire 03458. Spray about 6 inches away from the 
coins. Be careful not to overspray. The coins are again 
examined. Any oversprayed coins are rejected. The good 
ones are sent to you. 

STEP #7: We then insert the coins in the 2x2 elongated coin hold¬ 

ers and rubber stamp the name of the issue on the holder. 
The coins are now ready for shipment. 

We hope you enjoy collecting elongated coins as much as we en¬ 
joy processing them for you. We ask you to recommend elongated 
coin collecting to a friend today.

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DIXEY'S COVE AND SALTHOUSE POINT by Chester M. Rogers TEC #505 

L eachville, Ark. 

It’s almost a certainty that very few modem day residents of 
Eastern Massachusetts give more than an occasional passing thought 
to the men and women who struggled for survival on these very acres 
in Puritan times. Its not to be wondered at, since it's hard to 
envision rustic buildings, rough pasture and forest where now stand 
shopping centers, housing developements and quiet suburbs. 

Significant buildings or important historic sites are frequent¬ 
ly preserved and have a suitable plaque or sign for public edifica¬ 
tion. A great many of the more prosaic sites dealing with everyday 
Puritan life are almost lost to history. Such a place is Salthouse 
Point, by Ensign Dixey's Cove, on the Ryalside of Beverly, Mass. 
In Jauary of 1658, Governor Winthrop granted to his son, John Jr., 
the right to build a sal ouse upon a point of land at the mouth of 
the Bass River, at Beverly, Massachusetts, along with adjacent wood¬ 
lands necessary for maintaining fires for boiling the salt water. 
John Jr. erected his oven and cauldron on the Danvers River side of 
the point and pastured his cows on some open land nearby. Salt was 
as important to life as water in early times, being very essential 
to the preservation for fish and meat for the winter food supplies, 
and for the making of butter as well as its everyday seasoning use. 

Dixey's Cove is named for Ensign William Dixey who settled on 
its banks in the early 1630's, shortly after Roger Conant the lead¬ 
er of the "old planters". Dixey was admitted as a freeman in 1634, 
and died in 1690 at the age of 82, extremely ancient for that day 
and age. Ensign Dixey is said to have been the first father of the 
first child bom in Beverly, Massachusetts. 

This is where I got one of my ideas for one of my elongated 
coins of one of the homes of Beverly, Massachusetts. An article 
had appeared in the Sunday paper about it and after looking up the 
history and pictures of the way that the early settlers made their 
salt, I came up with the idea of Dixey's Cove and Salthouse Point. 
The people there were called Salters because they made salt. I have 
a few different elongated coins and these are available at 500 each, 
the gold plated ones are $2.00 each, plus a S.S.A.E. My address is, 
P.0. Box 553, Leachville, Ark. 72438.

Now I don't know if Bob has any 
machines to sell at this time, but you can write him for more in¬ 
formation. Bob Luchtman is one of the finest men around. I can 
guarantee you will be getting a very good machine if you buy from 
him. He will also give you any help you need with the machine. Bob 
is also an engraver of dies and two dies come with his machine. Bob 
also makes elongated coins for people on orders. Just remember the 
price has gone up on everything. 

Remember as of this writing I do not know of anyone else making 
machines, or of anyone having a rolling machine for sale. We do 
hear of a rolling machine for sale from time to time from someone 
who had made his millions in elongated coins.

In response to a TEC NEWS article by president Sally Kirka, I 
thought I would take the liberty of advising members of known "Re¬ 
strikes" and/or "Re-rolls" in my own collection. Though I didn't 
get "stuck", by purchasing any of the below listed, as "originals" 
let others beware. All dealers and mail-bid sellers, do not adver¬ 
tise these as "Re-rolls", either through a lack of knowledge, or 
just plain greed. I'm not sure if "they" are governed by the new 
law requiring a "C" for Copy, to be placed on the coin. If they 
are not, I believe the A.N.A. and others, should press for their 
inclusion. Numbers are from the Dow Book and are in addition to 
those listed there-in. 

RELc.c6, RELT.c8, WAS.SWF4, WAS.xxxl, WAS.seal, FLAs.si,OREporl 
ORExxxl, MISCxxx13, MISCxxx21, N.Tbuf4» N.Y.buf7, CAL xxxl, CALs.f3 
CALggie3 

The above are all the same as the "originals" except for MISC 
xxx13 (Knee-Action), which has had the border and quoatation marks 
removed from the die. 

I also have approximately nine pieces of CALggie issues, which 
are extremely close to the Dow Book pictured items, except for wa¬ 
ter lines and cloud billows being removed, and the reverse of the 
coin being buffed to remove date, or rolled without being "coated", 
there-by coming out smooth and shiny. 

A word to the wise, should be sufficient. Some "moderns" are 
also being "re-rolled", with the only difference being the original 
rollers initials removed.
